GERMANS FAIL 
TO COMMENT ON

Berlin, Sept. 22 (AP)—President 
Roosevelt’s request to congress to 
lift the arm s embargo drew no offi­ 
cial G erm an response today but u n ­ 
official sources considered it good as 
well as bad news for Germany. 
Revision of the United States' 
neutrality law would be unwelcome 
news to G erm any although it was 
generally believed that, as far as 
possible* m ilitary planners had a n ­ 
ticipated such a development. 
The general impression was th at 
lifting of the embargo—while tech­ 
nically seeming to treat all war 
nations alike—actually would be to 
the disadvantage of Germany be­ 
cause of G reat Britain's power on 
the Atlantic. 
Officials who usually are at hand 
to give an insight into G erm an 
official opinion could not be reach­ 
ed
